In this connection 
I may say that I was aware that Kr. Cohn was in 'Havana w.th Senator IfcCarthy 
in >iay of 1953* He called at the US IS offi ces d urin g a brief ab sence of mine 
from the Offices.

infomed me that Mr. Cohn asked him se veral qxaesti ons concerning the USIS 
operation in Cuba. >lr. Cohn also told 4gggtllgggl that he would get in touch 
with ne later. I never heard further Erom Mr. Cohn. Mr. Cohn's stay in the 
USIS offices was of only a few minutes duration.
